DETROIT, Dec. 10—The Rey. 
Father Charles E. Coughlin 
Sunday proposed, as a method 
of ending depressions, a $10,- 
000,000,000 permanent govern- 
ment program of road building, 


reforestation, power develop- 
ment, land reclamation and 
slum elimination to be finan- 


ced with new congress-created 
currency “independent of any 
banker.” 

“I would enter upon this pub- 
lic works program,” he said, 
“with our own United States 
money, which congress and 
congress alone has the power to 
issue and to regulate according 
to our constitution and in- 
dependent of any banker.” 

Such a program, he said, 
“means the permanent end of 
depressions; the permanent end 
of production for bankers’ pro- 
fits.” 

He charged founders of the 
American Liberty League “for- 
get every other provision of the 
constitution to concentrate on 
the rights of ownership and use 
of property.”

PARIS, Dec. 10—A 
basic price of wheat at 108 francs 
per quintal was cut Sunday to 97 
francs under a compromise bill with 
a free market as the goal, and found 
acceptance by the government and 
the finance committee of the cham- 
ber. The price will be guaranteed 
until July, 1935, in order to keep 
the market from collapsing 

As part of the program to drop 
price-fixing, the surplus wheat will 
be taken from the market in July 
by government purchase at 97 
francs per quintal, which is equiva- 
lent to $1.75 a bushel. 

A bonus of 11 francs per quintal | 
will be paid to co-operative as- 
sociations for half of the stocks 
held by them in July if purchased 
at the rate of 198 francs

Entente Backs Up 
New Defi At Geneva 


GENEVA, Dec. 10—Hungarian 
sources disclosed last night that 
Yugoslavia has threatened to with- 
draw her appeal to the League 
of Nations and “act on her own” 
unless she obtains some satisfac- 
tion from Hungary in the danger- 
fraught assassination conflict. The 
Yugoslavian threat was said to be | 
backed up by the other members 
of the Little Entente, 


This development caused the | 
central European conflict to be con- 
sidered as having reached its most 
delicate and aangerous stage. 

By “acting on her own” Yugo-| 
slavia would no longer accept a 
League of Nations solution to the 
charges against Hungary of harbor- 
ing terrorists and assassins respon- 
sible for the slaying of King Alex- 
ander, and would seek a direct ac- 
counting with Hungary, it was ex- 
plained 

The reported threat of Yugoslavia 
to take the bitter assassination con- 
troyersy out of the hands of the 
League of Nations and settle it 
directly with Hungary caused 
alarm at Geneva 

While Yugoslavia had ceased de- 
porting Hungarians, easing the 
border tension between the two 
countries, the diplomatic situation 
had reached a stage more delicate 
than ever before. 

The Little Entente was reported 
backing Yugoslavia in her new 
threat and the lines of battle were 
clearly drawn, with Italy on the 
side of Hungary and France on the 
side of the Little Entente 

Seeking to avoid explosive utter- 
ances in public sessions, the League 
Council postponed its session called 
for Sunday morning. Little en- 
tente statesmen had been preparing | 
to rip into Italy for her insistence | 
on treaty revision, which Hungary 
wants and the Little Entente 
doesn't. |

The sides of the well collapsed 

while he was working in it at eight 
p.m., Saturday. The danger of a 
further collapse prevented rescuers 
from entering the shaft. Through- 
out the night his body remained 
wedged by the rock mass, which 
covered him to his neck. 

His legs were held pain‘ully by 
the rungs of the ladder which 
were broken. By careful opera- 
tions from above, which never- 
theless threatened a further 
earth movement, O'Leary's arms 
were freed at noon yesterday. 
Ropes were passed under his 
arms to prevent him from sink- 
ing, and a man was lowered to 
the suffering man. With extreme 
difficulty O'Leary tried to reach 
down and tried to saw through 
the torturing rungs of the broken 
ladder. A greater pain told him 
he was sawing his own limb. 
Meanwhile the workers eagerly 

began digging the tunnel, in an 
effort to reach him from below but 
the work was not expected to be 
finished until late and that was a 
question whether the victim would 
live until then.

For sixteen years it has seemed that about 
the most desirable thing imaginable in the 
interests of peace was that France and Germany 
should get upon better terms. But the moment 
there is an appearance of that happening, Rus- 
sia appeals to France to not get too friendly 
with Germany lest Russia’s security be under- 

mined, and peace endangered. 

Since Germany does net border upon Russia, 
and the intervening state of Poland is about 
equally hostile to both, the Soviet is probably 
exaggerating the menace it foresees. But it is 
in no way peculiar in that respect. Suspicion is 
the breath of life to continental peoples. If 
France proposed to make an alliance with Fin- 
land likely enough some country far removed 
from both would see in that a danger to itself 
and a threat to peace. 

At least life Jin Europe cannot be monot- 
onous to people who read the newspapers and 
take an interest in international affairs. Every 
morning they are given something new to worry 
about.

When this column disclosed a few weeks ago 
the manner in which Quebec is using its de- 
pressed living standard, its absence of a min- 
imum wage law, the St. Lawrence-Panama 
water route and its place within the Confedera- 
tion to invade the western provinces with 
everything from canned to- 
matoes to canned music, it 
predicted that some excite- 
ment would follow when 
British Columbians dis- 
covered what had happened. 
It hasn't taken long for the 
excitement to develop, Facts 
disclosed in this column were 


followed up by the coast 
papers and now the B.C, 
government has announced 
steps to curb this unfair

competition from the east. 

It will be done by means of marketing reg- 
ulations under the new provincial marketing 
act 


Only three ways have presented themselves 
to the government. It could (1) abandon its 
minimum wage laws and iet the province sink 
to the level of Quebec standards of living; (2) 
surrender the local market for canned fruits 
and vegetables to the eastern producers, or 
(3) control the pricé of imports from provinces 
with depressed living standards in the same 
spirit as the federal government controls im- 
ports from foreign countries with depressed 
living standards. It has chosen the last named 
method. 

It cannot impose a tariff on imports from 
Quebec, and direct price-fixing is not contem- 
plated in either the federal or the provincial 
marketing acts. But there are indirect methods 
of fixing prices, and these will be invoked. 

For the moment, the government is imme- 
diately concerned with the question of canned 
fruits and vegetables and such-like agricultural 
products, which have invaded the coast market. 
It will not halt at that. In a hundred other lines 
of industrial production, Quebec has used her 
depressed living standard and low wages to 
penetrate the western market in such a way as 
to preclude the hope of establishing or develop- 
ing industries in the west. For instance: 

Eighty-five per cent of all the tobacco, cigars 
and cigarettes consumed in the west come from 
Montreal. Seventy per cent of all misses, and 
children’s dresses sold in B.C. come from the 
same place, together with sixty per cent of the 
cloth coats, bathrobes, kimonas, pyjamas, hats 
and lingerie. Seventy-five per cent of all the 
cottons, tapestries, curtains, drapes, flannelettes 
and prints come from Montreal, together with 
y-five precent of all the rubber boots, rub- 
bers, tennis and running shoes. 

So it goes through a long list of other goods 
from carpets to furniture, and from pills to 
pickles. People ask where is the sense in fixing 
the prices of B.C.-made goods in B.C. if goods 
made in feudal Quebec under sweat-shop con- 
ditions come in free from price control.

It is bad enough that Canadians should be 
deprived of a modern and humane federal 
divorce law in Canada because of the opposi- 
tion of Quebec—causing the western provinces 
to fall back on the pre-Confederation right to 
invoke a divorce law enacted in England nearly 
a hundred years ago—without having the in- 
dustrial life of Canada reduced to feudal condi- 
tions. P 

British Columbia and other western prov- 
inces petitioned Ottawa to call an inter-govern- 
mental conference this year to frame united 
demands for a new Constitution. On a flimsy 
pretext that conference has been denied. The 
gleeful cavortings of the Secretary of State as 
he announces on platform after platform in 
eastern Canada that parliament can do nothing 
to remedy the shocking conditions of greed and 
slavery unearthed in the Price Spreads probe, 
can not be dissociated from his government's 
refusal to confer with the provinces with a 
view to securing amendments to the Constitu- 
tion. In accepting the principles of cakinet 
solidarity enunciated by his leader in the 
Stevens’ correspondence, Hon. Mr. Cahan in 
these announcements is obviously speaking the 
mind and intention of the cabinet.

Bladder Irritation 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Most of the people writing in on kidney 
weakness really have an inflammation of the 
bladder. The surprising thing about bladder 
trouble is that often the pain will not be in the 
bladder at all, but will be reflexed, appearing 
as backache, ache between the shoulders, or 
neuritis, and the patient will 
not have the slightest reason 
to suspect that the bladder is 
the true cause of the pain. 
Anyone who suspects kidney 
trouble should have a urin- 
alysis made to help determine 
whether the cause lies in the 
kidney or bladder, or else- 
where 

For example, inflammation 
of the bladder is a constant 
source of distress in the lower 
back and chronic inflammation of the bladder 
will show more pains in the back than in the 
bladder itself. Bladder irritation is easily mis- 
taken for many other diseases. 


The bladder is a small sac in which the liquid 
waste from the kidneys is kept until it is passed 
from the body. When the fluid stored in the 
bladder is overloaded with poisons, the delicate 
membrane lining the bladder often becomes 
irritated and inflamed by them and cystitis or 
bladder inflammation develops. The irritation 
may be due to some specific infection which 
reaches the bladder through the blood stream, 
the urethra, or the kidneys. A common cause 
of cystitis is prolapsus, or sagged organs, which 
produce a mechanical irritation by pressing on 
the bladder. Prostatic disorders, or stones in 
the bladder may also produce cystitis. 


The common symptoms of bladder inflam- 
mation are such that they lead many patients 
into believing they have kidney trouble. Prob- 
ably the main symptom is a desire to empty the 
bladder frequently, especially at night, thus 
disturbing the rest. Emptying the bladder be- 
comes more and more painful and a burning, 
stinging sensation may be noted. Pus may also 
be found. After some time the chronic irritation 
may cause the growth of polypi. 


In severe cases the neck of the bladder con- 
tracts and this organ cannot be completely 
emptied, with the result that the liquid is kept 
in the bladder and decomposes, adding to the 
wastes already present and aggravating the 
condition. 


One with a tendency to this trouble should 
avoid garlic, onions, asparagus, spices, and all 
alcoholic drinks as they increase any bladder 
inflammation because they contain irritating 
substances which must be eliminated by way 
of the bladder. 


A patient with cystitis should use a great 
deal of water to drink, in fact, the best treat- 
ment is a straight distilled water fast. This is 
just exactly opposite of what the patient 
usually feels like doing, but the best results 
follow the use of quantities of water, as the 
water keeps the bladder comparatively clean of 
irritating material and dilutes the poisons to 
such a degree that they do not irritate the lin- 
ing of the bladder to the same extent that they 
would in more concentrated form. 

A very good temporary treatment in acute 
attacks is the hot Sitz Bath. I will be glad to 
send an article on Bladder Irritation, also one 
on Sitz Baths, if you want them.

QUESTION: Y.N. asks: “Is it all right to 
serve potatoes with every meal like so many 
people do?” 

ANSWER: Potatoes are the least starchy 
of all the so-called starchy vegetables, and may 
be used with a protein meal with less harm 
than thet caused by the indiscriminate use of 
other starches. Still, an ideal protein meal 
would exclude potatoes, The best way to use 
potatces is to bake or broi] them with the skins 
on and use them as the principal part of a meal, 
combining with them some of the cooked and 
raw greens. 

QUESTION: Mrs. S. writes: “I have a wen 
on the left side of the neck just back of th? ear. 
How can I get rid of it?” 

ANSWER: It will probably be necessary for 
you to have the wen removed by a plastic sur- 
geon. The operation is quite harmless and 
should leave only a small scar.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date (December 10) in 
1820, the Kingston Chronicle con- 
tained a report of the trial of a 
Niagara editor for “Libel on the 


government.” 

Barnabas Ferguson was editor 
of the Niagara Spectator and he 
had dared to comment upon the 
actions of the council at Toronto 
in some trifling matter. A war- 
rant was issued for his arrest and 
he was lodged in the old jail at 
Nitgara. He was tried at the 
assizes and he was convicted, 
whereupon the chief justice, Wil- 
liam Dummer Powell, condemned 
him to be imprisoned for 18 
months, to stand in the pillory on 
a stated date, “to be there an

object of public obloquy,” to pay 
a fine of 50 pounds or remain in 
prison until it was paid, and, if 
released, to give a bond to “con- 
serve the peace” for seven years, 
himself in five hundred pounds 
and two sureties of £250 each. 

The unfortunate journalist suf- 
fered the pains of prison, went 
through the indignity of public 
exhibition in the pillory for a 
whole day, and might have 
stayed in jail until he rotted had 
not compassion seized the gover- 
nor and Sir Peregrine Maitland 
remitted the bond on the condi- 
tion that Ferguson left the coun- 
try.

The use of energy in industry 
means, of course, a progres 
increase in the production of 
goods accompanied by a Gece 
in the number of wage-es 
employed.

AN ERROR THAT COST A WAR | 
The death of Field Marshal 


Alexander von Kluck, commander 


of the First German Field Army | 
in September, 1914, has recalled 
the most extraordinary and fate- 
ful happening in the entire World 
War--the wrecking of the whole 
German plan for the sweep |
